Cleveland, O., Sept. 11—[Special. }—At the 


trolley roads of the middle west, one is forced 
to wonder again why it is that progressive 
cities like Chicago, Milwaukee, and St. Louis 
have allowed themeelves to be distanced in 
the race for trade by Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Indianapolis, Columbus, Toledo, and Detroit: 
As a means of neighborhood comrmmnica- 
tion, as a trade getter, the interurban trolley 
is far ahead of the steam railroad. It induces 
people to come into the central city who 
would never move away from home if they 
dad to depend on a railroad running on regu- 
lar time tables. On the contrary, the inter- 
urban lines runring into the principal cities 
of Indiana and Ohio are crowded to their ca- 
pacity almost all the time. 
Interurban lines which started out on a two 
hour schedule have soon been compelled to 
double the number of their trains. Moreover, 
the country population has taken readily to 
faster service and more luxurious cars, and 
bas shown a readiness to pay for special ac- 
commodations which is not in accord with 


the popular estimate of the bucolic character. 


Steam Roads Lose Short Haul. 


The experience of most of the interurban 
railroads ig that while the long distance traf- 
fic is not generally profitable, there isa great 
amount of journeying from town to town, and 
it is this class of travel which the steam rail- 
roads never have been able to cultivate with 
success. Suburban travel by steam roads al- 
ways has been profitable because it is made 
up by people who do business in a city but 
prefer to li in the country. The smaller 
cities; however, have always been more or 
less isolated and remained go until the advent 
of the interurban electric road. ; 

Ohio is peculiar among the western states 
because of its large number of small cities. 
It bas, therefore, become the natural home 
of the interurban system, even to a greater 
extent than Indiana. The Ohio neighbor- 


hoods are all prosperous. The operating ex- 
penses seem to be small as compared with 
the gross receipts, and, while the steam rail- 


Lighting Plants Side Issue. 

In most cases interurban lines organised as 
individual enterprises have been able to buy 
up street car and electric light plants in prac- 
tically all the towns along the line, and in 
many instances the purchases have been 
made out of current receipts. In fact; an 
interurban line to be financially successful 
necessarily must control the local plants, be- 
cause the big powerhouses now in use can be 
profitably managed only on a wholesale 
basis. 

The interurban line which manufactures 
its electric power on a large scale soon finds. 
itself in a position where it can defy all com- 
petition and can supply light and local power 
merely 4s asurplus. The limit of distribution 
of electric light and power has not yet been 


of a hundred miles, with the local car lines 
and electric lights in the whole territory, can 
easily be supplied from a central point at a 
price which simply defies small local compe- 
tition. ! 

In the early days of the interurban system, 
which is not ten years ago, it was supposed to 
be necessary to have powerhouses at’ fre- 
quent intervals, and a good deal of money 
Was wasted in that way. Then the electrical 
engineers found they could handle their cur- 
rents at long’ distances. The result was an 
inevitable combination of interests, so that 
now in Ulinois, Indiana, and Ohio three syn- 
dicates of capital practically control the sys- 
tems in the three states so far as their strict- 
ly interurban business is concerned.

New York, Sept. 11.—[{Special. ]—The bitter- 
ness of the personal war between Stuyvesant 
Fish and E. H. Harriman was revealed today. 
Mr. Fish seeks nothing less than the expul- 
sion of J. T. Harahan from the presidency of 
the Illinois Central. 

The famous resolutions which were read at 
the directors’ meeting on Aug. 28, which re- 
sulted in Mr. Fish knocking Mr. Harahan 
down, were made public today. 

In the resolutions Mr. Fish practically ac- 
cuses President Harahan of juggling the 
books of the Illinois Central in order to show 
an increase of business that did not actually 
exist. 

Mr. Fish further accused Mr. Harahan of 
using the private wire of the Union Pacific to 
carry on a telegraphic correspondence with 
E. H. Harriman concerning Illinois Central 
affairs. 

He further accuses Harahan of falsifying 
the records and misleading the directors of 
the Illinois Central in regard to the business 
of the company. 


Harahan Still on Top. 

So far in the struggle Mr. Harahan, sup- 
ported by E. H. Harriman, has been able to 
8 tight and defy Mr. Figh’s efforts to oust

President Harahan replied to the charges 
at today’s meeting of the directors, but his 
reply is withheld from the public. 
But the charges made by Mr. Fish are so 
serious that even the friends of Harahan 
have been compelled to take official notice 
of them. They are under investigation of a

24. That committee, composed of Directors 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, J. W. Auchincloss, and 
Walter Luttgen—all Harriman gupporters— 
has not yet reported.

Wants Harahan Expelled. 
The resdlutions then continued: 
„Resolved, That those members of this 
board who will certify on,honor that they 
are not and have not been at any time within 
twelve months interested in the Union Pacific 
railroad company as stockholders or other- 
wise be appointed a committee to inquire 
into these matters and report whether or 
not Mr. J. T. Harahan should be dismissed 
from his office as president, and whether or 
not Mr. A. G. Hackstaff should be dismissed 
from his office as vice president and as sec- 
retary.” 
Naturally the resolutions of July 24 created 
a sensation, and the Harriman directors met 
it promptly. Charles A. Peabody moved that 
the resolutions be referred to a committee ap- 
pointed by President Harahan. This was not 
quite the way Mr. Harriman wanted it, and 
he jumped up and appointed the committee 
himself. They were Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
J. W. Auchincloss, and Walter Luttgen. He 
offered the appointments as an amendment 
to the motion offered by Mr. Peabody, who 
promptly acceptedjit. Mr. Peabody is one of 
Mr. Harriman’s most loyal supporters. 


Fish Renews the Attack. 
Nothing further developed after that until 
the famous meeting of Aug. 28, at which 
the fight occurred.

An official press report from the wiretess 
telegraph station at Sable Island received at 
midnight: stated the Lusitania was 150 miles 
east of that point at11:200’clock. Apparent- 
ly the speed of the ship has been materially 
lessened and it was then running only a frac- 
tion over twenty knotean hour. This being 
the case, it would require thirty-one and a 
half hours for the ship to reach Sandy Hook 
bar, bringing it there at a few minutes before 
7 o'clock Friday morning. 

In order to beat the Deutschland's record 
the Lusitania must reach the bar before 8 
o'clock Friday morning. 


Plan Big Run Today. 

A wireless dispatch from Capt. Watt of 
the Lusitania, sent at 5 o'clock to the wire- 
leas station at Cape Race, said that the ship 
was at that time 1,189 nautical miles east of 
the Sandy Hook lightship. Later dispatches 
flashed to this port and to London via Cape 
Race said that since Tuesday noon to noon 
today the run of the giant liner had been 570 
miles. The dispatch added: 

“ We have now sunshine and a smooth sea. 
Passengers are eager that the Lusitania may

TRACTION REBELS 
SUING FORSUCOOR 


Bondholders Who Caused 
Chaos at Last Try to Re- 
pair Their “Victory.” 


ASK CITY FOR MORE TIME. 


Expectation Now That Council 
Will Grant Extension at 
Meeting Today. 


The city council must decide this afternoon 
whether the Union Traction system shall 
pass out of existence Saturday or have a 
sixty or ninety day breathing spell. 

An application will be made at the meeting 
today for an extension of the time in which 
the Chicago Railways company can acéept 
its ordinance, and the idea around the city 
hall yesterday was it would probably be 
granted. If it is not, that ends all digcus- 


sion. 


The request for time is made by the repre- 
sentatives of the bondholders, not by the 
officials of the ‘Union Traction eompany. 


These same trustees for bondholders were 


the persons who precipitated the present 


crisis by appealing from Judge Grosscup's 


order allowing the Chicago Railways com- 
pany to operate and confirming his plan of 
reorganization. 

After they had won their vietory in the 
United States Court of Appeals they woke up 
from what Walter L. Fisher had character- 
ized as a state of chronic somnambulism,” 
and, realizing that the bondholders would be 
as heavy gufferers from the“ victor?” as 
anybody else, are now asking time in which 
to agree to the reorganization plan they for- 
merly objected to. 


Speak for Yerkes Holders. 

Notice that the application would be made 
was given the city at a meeting held yes- 
terday. At it were present: 

Mayor Fred A. Busse, Walter L. Fisher, 
special traction counsel; Chgirman Milton 
J. Foreman of the council committee on 
local transportation, Chairman Frank I

Two Promises by Company. 


In consideration of this extension of time,

To accept this extension if granted as the end 
ef the whole matter and not ask for another if 
hothing was accomplished when this one had ex- 
pired. 


It was agreed that the bankers have drawn 
an ordinance setting out these terms, and 
that it be submitted to the city officials early 
his morning. Ther, if approved, it will be sent 
to the council in the afternoon. 


Says City Would Lose Nothing. 

While the representatives of the city did 
not commit themselves directly one way or 
another the sentiment was in favor of giving 
the traction people another chance. Mayor 
Busse remarked afterwards: 

It is of course a matter for the council 
to decide. It does not_come within my line 
of duties just now. l, however, look 
over the plan the applicants will make in 
writing in the morning and then probably 
make some sort of recommendation to the 
council. 

“It has been represented to us that the 
city would lose nothjng by granting the ex- 
tension; that more rehabilitation work can 
be dune by the Union Traction company be- 
tween now and Jan. 1 than if the application 
was denied.“ 


Sentiment Is for Extension. 
Corporation Counsel Brundage made a sim- 
Uar statement, adding that, while no prom- 
ises were extended to the bankers who called 
on the mayor, the sentiment of the city 
officials present seemed to be that it would 
be wise to grant the request if it could be 
done without delaying the improvement of 
the service on the north and west sides. 
Special Counsel Fisher said if the ordi- 
nance should provide that improvement 
work go on during the truce, and it be thor- 
oughly understood that this is to be the last 
extension, so that if ft fails of results the 
Chicago City company can be calleqd on 
promptly to carry out its contract, and move 
over to the north and west sides, he saw 
no special objection to granting the exten- 
sion asked for, ges, 


Some Opposition Is Certain. 


How the council will look at it is a ques- , 


tion. There ts sure to be opposition from 
some of the west side aldermen, and prob- 
ably some from the north side. They are 
anxious to have their street car service im- 
proved, and are suspicious of all delays. 
The south siders naturally are not much in- 
terested. Their territory is not affected. 

Under the rules of the councijj if there? is 
any opposition at all it will take a two 
thirds vote to put the extension ordinance 
through. It is new matter, which must be 
passed this afternoon F at all, so the rules 
will have to be suspended to allow it to be 
considered without going to committee. 
Sending it to committee would be the end 
of it, as it could not then be passed on before 
Saturday, when the time in which the Chi- 
cago Railways company can now accept its 
ordinance will expire. 

The bankers who called on the mayor rep- 
resented to him ‘that they had been forced 
to appeal from Judge Grosscup’s decision be- 
cause, as trustees for bondholders, they had 
no right to waive any of these holders’ rights. 
They all believed, however, it would be for 
the best interest of all bondholders to accept 
the Grosscup plan of reorganization, and 
they were convinced that. if time was given 
them, they could secure the consent of prac- 
tically all bondholders te the plan. * 

At the same time came from Philadelphia 
a statement from C. S. W. Packard, chair- 
man ot the protective committee Which has 
been formed there to look after the interest 
of the first mortgage bonds of the North Chi- 
cago Street railway company, which are 
largely held in that city.

SIX CHILDREN-IN VILE CELLAR. 


Father: Said, to Have Desé¢rted Family 
and Spent Wages for Drink—

Sweatshop Campaign Starting with 
Inspectors Able to Speak Nearly 
All Tongues Used in Chicago. 


A “sweatshop’’ campaign in nine lan- 
guages will be started shortly by Chief Fac- 
tory Inspector Edgar T. Davies, who an- 
nounced yesterday that he has a corps of dep- 
uties speaking most of the tongues spoken 
in Chicago. Mr. Davies believes that with 
this polyglot accomplishment his men will 
be able to reach a number of the home 
garment factories which previously have es- 
caped notice. Under the new law, clothing 
manufacturers are expected to furnish much 
„ sweatshop information to the inspectors. 
The manufacturers are rgqquired to furnish a 
list of persons to whom they give finishing“ 
work. Mr. Davies has sent 5,300 letters to 
tailoring firms, asking their codperation. 


STREETER REASSERTS ‘SWAY. 


Former Hero of Lake Front Battles 
Notifies Park Board to Stop Build- 
ing in His Domain.

Drainage Board Orders Imme- 
diate Excavation of Evans- 
ton Auxiliary Channel. 


PRESIDENT STRIKES BACK 
Sharp Reply by Chief McCormick 
to Joliet Attack in Letter 
to Legislators. 


By a unanimous vote, the drainage board, 
at its meeting yesterday afternoon, directed 
the engineering department to begin active 
work excavating the Evanston auxiliary 
channel, which is designed to drain the north 
shore suburbs. 

The right of way for the channel between 
the lake and the Chicago and Northwestern 
raitway tracks already has been acquired, 
and the board will take of it at 
once. The first work to be done is the re- 
moval of the black soll from the surface of 
the right of way. This work will be finished 
within a few months. Later contracts will 
ber! let for the excavation of the entire chan- 
nel. 5 

The board set an example for other mu- 
nicipalities when it decided to operate the 
pumping station for the Evanston channel 
by electricity instead of Fine thereby sti 
ing a blow at the smoke nuisance in the north- 
ern suburb. 

Electrical Engineer Ellicott reported the 
board would save $55,573 by installing an 
electrical plant instead of steam, and that a 
substantial sum would be saved annually. 


Sharp Reply to Joliet Attack. 

President Robert R, McCormick sent 
a circular letter yesterday to the mem- 
bers of the legislature disputing cer- 
tain statements sent out on Aug. 24 by 
John H. Garnsey, a member of the water- 
ways committee of the Commercial club of 
Joliet. Mr. Garnsey at that time attacked 
the officials of the sanitary district and de- 
cried the proposed legislation at Springfield 
asked for by the drainage board. 

Mr. Garnsey's opposition, Mr. McCormick 
charges, is prompted. by private motives, as 
he is attorney for the Illinois Steel company 
in the suit of the sanitary district to con- 
demn the Economy Light and Power com- 
pany’s property at Joliet.for the benefit of 
the public. This company now furnishes 
Joliet with electricity for lighting at what 
Mr. McCormick considers exorbitant terms. 


Text of the McCormick Letter. 

President McCormick's letter in part ie as 
follows: f 

To members of the legislature: 

Mr. John H. Garnsey’e latest letter on 
pending legislation at Springfield is not in- 
tended to furnish information to members of 
the legislature. It is demagogic and is an ap- 
peal to prejudice, intended by publication to 
influence the voters of Joliet. 

His letter conveys the general impression 
that the sanitary district aims to go into the 
water power business and incidentally to con- 
struct a channel through Joliet that will bea 
menace and will not be a free waterway or 
a benefit to the public at large. He repeated- 
ly refers to the sanitary district as a private 
corporation and as a proposed monopoly. 

The situation is exactly opposite in every 
respect. The sanitary district must complete 
its channel through Joliet to care for the flow 
of the canal through Joliet, to protect the 
city’s sewer from back water, and at the 
game time to maintain the level of the Illinois 
and Michigan canal. 

Law Contemplated a Ship Canal. 

“While the primary purpose of the sani- 
tary canal was sanitation, the original law 
created for the district contemplated a ship 
canal. It also contemplated that through de- 
velopment of the property a revenue might 
be recovered to the people who constructed 
the waterway. 

Mr. Garnsey quotes the law as requiring 
the district to send down a certain amount of 
‘water. This may be the view taken by the 
champions of the Economy company who 
utilige the flow. The law required a certain 
flow for sanitary purposes, not to supply 
power to the Economy company.” 


First Step in Fight. 

The first step looking to the filing of a 
friendly test suit in the United States courts 
to determine whether the drainage board 
may build the Calumet auxiliary channel and 
reverse the flow of the Calumet river from 
the lake into the sanitary district channel, 
despite the refusal of the secretary of war to 
grant a permit for the improvement, was 
taken when the trustees passed a formal or- 
der directing the acquirement of the right 
of way for the new channel and the prepara- 
tion of plans for the construction of the 
waterway. It is expected that the federal 
authorities will immediately apply to the 
United States courts for an injunction. This 
will give thé drainage board an opportunity 
of presenting its case to the courts and get- 
ting a ruling on the question, 

This will be one of the most important legal 
battles ever undertaken by the drainage 
board, and the case will undoubtedly be taken 
to the United States Supreme court for final 
adjudication. If the drainage board loses 
this suit the construction of the Calumet 
channel will necessarily have to be aban- 
doned and a new method of disposing of the 
sewage of this territory adopted. 


Grant Money to Widow. 

The board voted to give the widow of A. 
J. Peterkin, a former material inspector for 
the district, $500 because he lost his life in 
defending the interests of the board. Peterkin 
was employed on the water power develop- 
ment at Lockport and died as a result of an 
assault made upon him by. William O'Neill. 
foreman for Hayes Brothers, contractors 
for a section of the work. The men quarreled 
over the quality of material used in the work. 


AMENDS LAW ON COAL WEIGHT. 


Change Drafted to Make Prosecution 
for Shortage Easier Will Be In- 
troduced Today. 


Complaint by City Sealer Kjellander that 
the present short weight ordinance is not 
broad enough to give control over the coal 
dealers caused an amendment to the*ordi- 
nance to be drafted by Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Wetten yesterday. The amendment 
provides that every seller of coal shall give 
the driver of the wagon a certificate showing 
the weight of the fuel and the wefght of the 
wagon. It imposes a fine of from $20 to $50 
for failure to have the weight certificate and 
$25 to $200 for shortage in the weight of the 
fuei. The amendment will be introduced in 
the council this afternoon.

Take Them from Windows.

POSTOFFICE STOPS MANY. 


Shops in Vicinity of Schools to Be First 
Target of Crusade. 


The police department yesterday took a 
hand in the fight against objectionable post- 
carda Headed by Lieut. Alexander McDon- 
ald of the theater and dance hall squad, a 
score of detectives began a tour of destruc- 
tion. Every. store in Chicago where souvenir 
cards are sold will be visited and all objec- 
tionable cards will be ordered removed from 
store windows. ; 

By a peculiar coincidence the foreign mails 
carried hundreds of souvenir cards from 
Germany and France to be dumped into the 
Chicago postoffice.. More than half of the 
cards received were confiscated and headed 
tor the dead letter office at Washington be- 
cause of the objectionable matter either pic- 
tured or printed upon them. 

In this connection a comparison of Amer- 
ican and European cards was made by the 
local postoffice officials, much to the discredit 
of the Europeans. 


Stores Near Schools First. 

Lieut. McDonald and his men first will 
visit the little stores in the vicinity of the 
public schools, where the cards are believed 
to be doing the greatest amount of damage. 
A letter received by the police department 
from a woman who simply signed herself 
“A Mother declared that more injury was 
being done the pupils of the public schools 
in Hyde Park by the little shops which sell 
these cards than any of the other evils known 
to the police. , 

These suggestive cards‘ injure those 
whose family teachings would not permit 
them to enter saloons or other places of the 
sort.“ wrotte the woman. They are looked 
upon as humorous and smart, but are the 
limit of vudgarity.” 

There are one or two such little shops, 
the police discovered, in the vicinity of near- 
ly every school in the city. The shop win- 
dows are filled, in most instances, witth cards 
which never would pass the scrutiny of the 
officials of the local postoffice. They are* 
sold to school boys and girls and are taken 
to and from school and passed about among 
the children. | 


West Side Fertile Field.

SALESWOMAN AT MANDELS’ 
ACCUSED OF BIG THEFTS. 


Mrs. Eva Hogan, Employed for Years 
in Silverware Department, Confesses 
—Says Other Clerks Are Involved. 


Mrs. Eva Hogan, 48 years old, a saleswom- 
ar in Mandel Bros.’ store, was arrested yes- 
terday on a charge of larceny by detectives of 
the Central detail station. O. E. von Benk- 
erdoff, assistant superintendent of the store, 
went to Judge Newcomer's court and took out 
a warrant after Mrs. Hogan had confessed 
taking silverWare, crockery, linen, jewelry, 
and other merchandise from the store where 
she has been employed five years.

WRITTEN IN HUSBAND’SNAME 


State Unable to Find Woman Witness 
for *‘ Unwritten Law’’ Trial. 


Letters demanding money, written by a 
wife in the name of her husband, are said 
to have been contributory causes to the kill- 
ing of Dr. Benjamin F. Harris in the Stock 
} Exchange building last December, for which 
Amasa C. Campbell; a wealthy lumberman 
of Antigo, Wis., now is on trial in Judge 
Windes" court, 


letters, the state desires the testimony of 
Mrs. Harris, divorced wife of the physi- 
cian and alleged writer of the letters. And 
where is Mrs. Harris? Detectives are look- 
ing for hér, but no trace has been found 
of her since she attended the inquest on her 
former husband last December. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Northup yes- 
terday afternoon admitted he knew nothing 
of the whereabouts of Mrs. Harris. 

“We have hunted for her, but have been 
unable to find her,” he said. We would 
like much to know about those letters said 
to have been written by her, as we believe 
they were the original cause of this murder. 
The letters were written by Mrs. Harris 
to Mrs. Campbell. There was a feud between 
the two women, and I should say the letters 
savored strongly of blackmail. Mrs. Harris 
concealed her identity by signing her hus- 
band’s name. She charged Mr. Campbell 
with having alienated Mrs. Harris’ affec- 
‘tions, and demanded money of Mrs. Camp- 
bell. I am informed that Mrs. Campbell, to 
hush up a possible scandal, paid the money 
demanded.” 

Defense Relies on “Unwritten Law.” 
The defense will be based on these words 
of Campbell uttered immediately after the 
shooting, according to the teetimony of sev- 
eral witnesses: 

“ Thie man ruined my wife.” 

According to the now familiar “ unwritten 
baw,” the lawyers of the defense will attempt 
to prove that Campbell was temporarily in- 
sane because of the dishonor he believed 
Harris had put upon him. 

That the unwritten law is something to be 
reckoned with this far north of the Mason 
and Dixon’e line was conceded openly by the 
lawyers of the state in the selection of a jury. 
“Do you believe in the ‘unwritten law’ 
and its individual enforcement? "’ was a ques 
tion asked repeatedly by Assistant State's 
Attorney Northup. 

Many of those questioned replied that they 
believed a husband hed the right to shoot 
down a man who had wrecked his home. 
Probably twenty men were excused because 
they held this opinion. 

A fury was finally secured and the taking 
of testimony begun.

Was it due to the lively expectation of the

These are matters which are regarded as 
likely to attract the attention of the judges 
of the Criminal court when they hold the jau 
investigation provided for in the Illinois 
statutes. 

The discovery that the sheriff acquired an 
interest in the grocery firm after he had been 
elected, not before, Is one of the new revela- 
tions in the series of jail scandals. It was 
made by Sheriff Strassheim himself. He 
defended the move as good business,” and 
insisted that it is perfectly “ proper” for 
him to buy the jail supplies from the concern 
in which he has invested money since his ac- 
cession to the office of sheriff of Cook county. 


Busse Withholds Indérsement. 

When Mr. Strassheim disclosed the facts 
as to the time when he first became associated 
with the West Randolph street grocery Presi- 
dent William Busse of the county board was 
present. He formally invited Mr. Busse to 
indorse the proposition that ‘‘there is nothing 
wrong in a sheriff sending orders for jail 
supplies to his own firm, if the purchases 
could be made as cheap as elsewhere. The 
indorsement was not given, however, and the 
sheriff was temporarily disconsolate. 

Was the Sheppard-Strassheim company 
organized for the special purpose of handling 
the grocery jail orders to advantage?’’ the 
sheriff was asked. 

No, not exactly that,” he said. You see, 
we simply bought out another firm.” 

What time did you do the buying 6ut— 
before or after your election as sheriff.“ 

‘It was one month after my election.“ 

When you went into that business did you 
intend to give large jail orders to the firm?’ 


“Too Inquisitive,” Says Sheriff. 

The sheriff answered: 

Now, you are getting a little too inquis- 
itive. Practically every politician holding a 
salaried office is a business man on a large 
or small scale. His business is the main 
thing; office holding is a side issue. 

Here's the case of President Busse. He's 
in the grocery business. Should he be ex- 
pected to sell out that business just because 
he chances to hold the office of county board 
president?“ 

Does Mr. Busse, so far as you know, use 
his political influence to get business orders 
for his store from political institutions?“ 
I don't know as to that; let him speak for 
himself,“ was the reply. 
Guess not,“ said Busse. 
Mr. Strassheim said that he had recently 
discharged three guards in the jail for gen- 
eral inefficiency and neglect of duty.“ Their 
discharge, he said, had nothing to do with the 
charges that have been made recently con- 
cerning mismanagement in the jail, nor vice 
versa. “‘ They were merely unsatisfactory, 
and I let them go,“ said the sheriff. 

Denies Nurse Poses as Doctor, 
& report that one of the men nurses in the 
hospital of the county jail was being investi- 
gated by the state board of health with a view 
to a prosecution for violation of the medical 
code was denied by Jail Physician Francis W. 
McNamara. 
When the complaining physicians started 
an inquiry as to the standing of this nurse, 
Emil Brochin, they misspelled his name in 
their communication to the officials of the 
state board at Springfield,’’ said Dr. McNa- 
mara. “ The name they gave was Broechen. 
They claimed there is some great mystery in 
connection with the man and his position; 
they were unable to find his name in the city 
directory. 
“If they had looked for the name Emil 
Brochin they would have found it.

An investigator, however, said that he had 
asked more than once at the jail for the jail 
physician and had been told it was Dr. 
Brochin.

Officers of Company Do 
Not Confirm. 


‘The United States Steel corporation is to 


Become a more important factor in the or- 
ganization of the Allis-Chalmers company, 
eccorcing to reports from Milwaukee. 
The story circulated there is that Charles 
Allis. son of the founder of the Allis works, 
is about to retire as chairman of the exe*u- 
tive committee of the Allis-Chalmers com- 
pany, and that Elbert H. Gary, chairman 
a of the steel trust, is to succeed him. It is 
also stated that Edward D. Adams of New 
York, chairman of the finance committee 
of the Allis-Chalmers company, is to be 
succeeded by W. V. Kelley of Chicago, presi- 
dent of the American Steel Foundries com- 
pany. It is believed that the change will 
be made this morning at the directors’ meet- 
ing in New York, 
Officials of the company in Milwaukee de- 
cline to discuss the matter. Charles Allis 
refuses to confirm the report that he wilt 
retire and other officials of the company 
are equally reticent. Some time ago when 
the stock flurry hit the company it was 
given out by Mr. Allis that the company 
was in need of working capital. The pro- 
“ posed changes are expected to overcome this 
difficulty of lack of funds. The company 
now has over $15,000,000 of orders on its 
books and it is stated that an enormous 
sum of money is required to carry on this 
work until contracts can be fulfilled, 


Not Denied at Kelley’s Office. 

It was not denied in the afternoon at Will- 
fam V. Kelley’s office in the suite occupied 
by the Steel Foundries company, in the Com- 
mercial National bank building, that his se- 
jection for an important position in the 
Allis-Chalmers company is likely to be made 
today. Mr. Kelley is already a director of 
the Allis-Chalmers company. 
In the absence of Mr. Kelley, who had 
just left for New York to attend the direc- 
tors’ meeting of the American Steel Foun- 
Griese company, Charles A. Hughes, his pri- 
vate secretary, said: 
“Only Mr. Kelley himself, or some of 
the men associated with him in the Allis- 
Chalmers company, could give any clew 
as to the reasons for this report. No infor- 
mation that I feel at liberty to disclose is at 
present in my possession.” 
Mr. Kelley jumped into fame recently by 
his feat in earning a bonus of $320,000 offered 
by the Steel boundries company to the 
man who would succeed in putting the con- 
cern on a paying basis. That he might have 
a free hand for this task he was placed 
in the president’s chair of the corporation 
two years ago. Before the end of the first 
year he had cleared off a deficit of $750,000 
in addition to a net earning of $2,500,000. 


Mr. Kelley’s Business Career. 

He was born at Greenville, O., forty-four 
years ago, and while attending the district 
school was an assistant in the hardware 
store of his father. Even in his school days 
he determined fo enter the railway supply 
business. He came to Chicago nearly twen- 
ty years ago and entered the employment 
of the Charlee Scott Spring company. It 
was not long before his salary was $5,000 
@ year. 

He built a plant at Hammond. Ind. He 
gold this to the American Steel Foundries 
company and became an official of that con- 
cern. Since then his rise has been rapid. 
He is president af A steel car company in 
Canada which has a plant covering forty 
acres. : 

Mr. Kelley ts an enthusiastic motorist and 
golfer. He is.a member of the Chicago, 
Union League, Kenwood, South Shore, Ken- 
wood Country, Glen View, Exmoor, and 
Midlothian clubs. His home is at 4849 Ellis 
avenue. 

At the local office of the Allis-Chalmers 
company officials said they had not been 
apprised of any changes in the control of 
the corporation. C. M. Howe, general sales 
manager, said that the annual meeting will 
be held in Jersey City Sept. 24. He said 
he had not heard and did not believe that 
Charies Allis and E. B. Adams would retire.

Team Owners’ Secretary Would Give

A grimy faced coal wagon driver with a 
diploma in his pocket may not be an unusual 
combination in Chicago when Mr. T. J. Cav- 
anagh’s college for teamsters gets into 
Operation. First steps were taken yesterday 
to launch such a school with the idea of de 
veloping teamsters along scientific lines. 
Mr. Cavanagh, who is secretary of the Chi- 
cago Team Owners’ association, has been 
making some statistical investigations 
among the 7,000 drivers under his jurisdiction 
and he believes that at least 20 per cent of 
them are deficient inrein handling. He pro- 
poses to educate these men by a three 
months’ course of classroom work, sup- 
plemented with lectures. At the conclusion 
of the term, if the driver passes a successful 
examination, he will be ‘ graduated” with 
the degree of expert teamster.“ 


Try Experiment Next Weck. 

The experiment may be tried in one of the 
big teaming stables of the city next week. 
At present Mr. Cavanagh ie seeking the co- 
operation of the truck drivers’ union. He 
said that the scheme has been reported to the 
union by President Jerry McCarthy and 
that the idea has been received favorably by 
many of the members. 

„Mx plan is to put the drivers through a 
course of practical lessons in teaming,” said 
Mr. Cavanagh. ‘*‘ Many of our men are so 
green that they cannot harness a horse, 
There is no way of determining their inexperi- 
ence, however, until they have commited 
some damage, but by establishing my pro- 
posed school tests this could be avoided.’’ 


Feat Requires Skill, 

Driving a team through Chicago streets, 
according to Mr. Cavanagh, has come to be 
a feat requiring the highest degree of skill. 
Some of the men seen every day on the big 
six horse truck wagons, he declared, are 
among the most expert drivers in the coun- 
try. Many other teamsters, however, should 
not be allowed on the streets, Mr. Cavanagh 
said. He charged the inefficient drivers with 
being largely responsible for street block - 
ades and delays.

ROTALTT NOT IN PERIL, 


Vessels Ready to Lend Assistance 
if Any Is Needed; Escort 
ot Warships. 


HANGO, Finland, Sept. 11.—The Russian 
imperial yaeht Standart, with Emperor 
Nicholas and Empress Alexandra and other 
members of the imperial family on board, is 
fast on the rocks off Horseva point, on the 
coast west of this place, The yacht apparent- 
ly is in no danger, and the royal family re- 
mains on board. A number of vessels have 
left for the scene to render assistance if it is 
needed. The Standart grounded at 4:30 p. m. 


Yacht Escorted by Warships. 

A dispatch from Helsingfors which was 
sent before the grounding of the royal yacht 
says the Standart, escorted by warships, 
sailed yesterday afternoon from Makalaks 
and passed Hango this morning. It then en- 
tered the western fjord at Hango. 
Offers of private assistance from Hango 
and Reval have been declined. Nobody is 
allowed to approach within half a mile of the 
yacht. The weather is fine. 


Twin Screw Vessel. 
The imperial yacht Standart is a twin screw 
three masted schooner, 425 feet long over all. 
Ite keel was laid down in 1893 and it was 
launched in Copenhagen two years later. 
The Standart has a displacement of 5,557 
tons and its beam spreads over 52 feet. The 
mean draft is 20 feet. It has a coaling ca- 
pacity of 900 tons. The armament consists 
of eight three pounder quick firing guns and 
it has a crew of 370 men. 
Hango is situated on a spit of sandy land 
which juts out into the sea at the southern 
extremity of the Finnish mainland. A vil- 
lage and bathing resort are located there. A 
lighthouse marks the spot. 


CROWN PRINCE ESCAPES DEATH 


Christian of Denmark in Peril at Rail- 
road Crossing When He Is Hemmed 
In by Automatic Gate. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
COPENHAGEN, Sept. 11.—The Crown 
Prince Christian of Denmark has just had a 
narrow escape from death at the military 
maneuvers. Being mounted and accom- 
panied by an adjutant, he had occasion to 
cross the railway line at a grade crossing 
which is controlled by a high gate worked 
automatically. The gate was lowered just 
as the prince and his equerry were crossing. 
An express train dashed through, frighten- 
ing the horses, which became almost un- 
manageable.

CUBS IN A DRAW 
WITH CARDINALS. 


Farewell Appearance of Visit- 
ors Results in Fourteen 


Inning Struggle. 
SCORE OF GAME IS 4 TO 4. 


Famous Cop Pitcher Intimidates 
Champs, While Fraser 
Twirls Fine Ball.

Two splashes of rain for one price of ad- 
mission instead of the double header, anda 
fourteen inning draw, made the farewell ap- 
pearance of the Cardinals an event long to 
be remembered in our midst.

Five events were down for decision, and in 
these the National and Eastern leagues fur- 
nished two winners, while the Central league 
furnished the other. Not one of the American 
league players managed to land a victory, 
but its repreaentation necessarily was lim- 
ited, several prospective contestants being 
unable to get away from their teams. 


Chicago Boy Wins. 


Mike Mitchell, the Cincinnati outfielder, 
won the fungo hitting contest, while Sheldon 
Lejeune, the Chicago boy now with the 
Springfield team of the Central league, took 
the long distance throwing event. Thoney of 
Toronto won the race to first on a bunt, Clem- 
ents of Jersey City the race around the bases, 
and Gibson of Pittsburg the accurate throw- 
ing to second contest. 

The field for the fungo hitting was laid out 
gridiron fashion, with the lines marked in 
two directions so as to permit of batting 
across the wind rather than with or against it. 

Interest in the long distance throw was 
probably the greatest from the fact the con- 
testants had the mark of 400 feet 7% inches, 
made by John Hatfield in 1872, to shoot at. 
Lejeune had beaten this in practice and it 
was hoped he would set a new official record. 
His throw of 399 feet 10% inches fell nine 
inches short, but the contestants had to con- 
tend with a stiff breeze which deflected the 
ball considerably. 


Gibson Hits Target. 

In the catchers’ contest the catcher was 
required to throw at target about the size 
of second base and about fifteen inches from 
the ground. Gibson of Pittsburg on his sec- 
ond trial hit the target about four inches 
from the center, and was the only man who 
succeeded in hitting it, though McLean of 
Cincinnati just grazed the edge. 

The last contest went to an outsider in the 
betting, Walter O. Clements of Jersey City, 
an outfielder, getting the medal for circling 
the bases in the fastest time. Clements went 
around in :14%. Leach did it in the same 
time, but was disqualified for not touching 
two of the bags. Lobert and Thoney each 
made it in :14%. Clements, who established 
the first authentic record for the round, is 
26 years old and is playing his fifth profes- 
sional season. Each winning contestant’s 
expenses were paid to Cincinnati, and each 
winner was given a hundred dollars in gold 
and a gold medal.

THE TELEPHONE AND THE COUNCIL. 

It is hard-to believe that the council 
will be so blind to its duty as to pass the 
telephone ordinance at the special meet- 
ing this afternoon. There are a number 
of minor concessions which some of the 
members of the committee on gas, oil, and 
electric light will properly demand of the 
telephone company. But the important 
matters for the consideration of the coun- 
cil are the compensation to the city for 
its franchise and the earnings which may 
be properly allowed the company. 

Tur Tripuns would prefer a fair, fixed 
percentage of the gross receipts for the 
city to the plan proposed. It would de 
easy to juggle the net earnings of the 
local company in the interests of its 


Parent and to the disadvantage of the 


city. The percentage of gross earnings to 
the city should be based on an estimate of 
the probable earnings of the company on 
its investment. ~ 

Under the guarantees which the ordl- 
nance provides 7 per cent is enough for 
the telephone stockholders. The balance 
should go to the city of Chicago. Under 
the proposed ordinance the telephone 
company offérs the city 3 per cent of its 
gross business. It is estimated that under 
the Chicago City railway ordinance the 
city will get considerably over 7 per cent 
of the gross receipts. In the face of these 
figures, and considering that the American 
Bell company is to get 4% per cent of the 
gross receipts, the city council cannot de- 
cently pass the ordinance as it stands. 
It must materially increase the percentage 
of the gross allowed the city or materially 
decrease the dividends allowed the tele- 
phone stockholders. 

The aldermen who vote for the ordi- 
nance in its present shape will have 
served the company and not their constit- 
uents. Doubtless their constituents, will 
deal with them accordingly. 


THE NEW CHARTER. 
\ NO. 11. 

A ldcal paper advises its readers to 
vote against the charter because if it were 
adopted the voters might elect at one and 
the same time a corrupt city administra- 
tion and a corrupt board of review. If 
the voters were to be as thoughtless as 
that, the city administration, eager to fill 
the treasury so that it might be looted by 
corrupt politicians, would call on the 
board of review to raise assessments. It, 
being corrupt, would gladly comply. Taxes 
would be doubled, trebled, or quadrupled, 
and the owners of real estate be taxed out 
of houses and homes. 

These gloomy predictions of corruption 
and confiscation will have no terrors for 
those who know that they would be in 
greater danger if the charter were. not 
adopted. If it were defeated, it would be 
in the power of the board of review, as 
it is now, to raise assessments and thus 
raise taxes. If there were to be a cor- 
rupt board and a corrupt city administra- 
tion it would be as easy for them to con- 
spire. without the charter as with it and 
to squeeze more money out of the tax- 
payers in one case than in the other. 

He who tells property owners that by 
defeating the charter they will insure 
themselves against excessive taxation de- 
ceives them. The only effective guarantee 
is honest officials, and if the people are 
reasonably honest and intelligent they 
will have such officials. 

It is alleged that if the charter were 
adopted assessments would be magnified 
so as to enable corrupt officials to sweil 
the public debt for the benefit of grafting 
contractors. Why not complete the story 
by giving the information that if the char- 
ter were defeated the board of review 
could by putting up the assessments add 
to the bond issuing power of the city, 
the parks, and the county? 

The city has reached its debt limit. If 
it had today a corrupt administration an ! 
there were a corrupt board of review, the 
latter could easify put it in the power of 
the former to issue new bonds for mil- 
lions. The people would not have a word 
to say about their issue. The whole mat- 
ter would-be in the hands of the council. 

The charter provides that no bonds 
shall be issued without a popular vote. A 
corrupt city administration and a corrupt 
board of review could not increase the 
bonded debt without the help of a cox 
rupt electorate. The property owner who 
wishes protection against excessive mu- 
nicipal indebtedness ought to be for the 
new charter. 

If the new charter should be rejected 
because corrupt officials might work mis- 
chief under it, the present charter ought 
to be got rid of forthwith, for corrupt 
officials can work greater mischief under 
it. No argument can be brought against 
the new charter under this head which 
does not apply with far greater force to 
the present one. ; | 


+ REGULATING TROLLEY LINES. 

One of the projects to be discussed by 
the second annual cenvention of the As- 
sociation of Mayors of Illinois at Bloom- 
ington is the regulation of trolley lines. 
A proposition is to be made that the leg- 
islature enact a law providing for the 
election by the people of a commission to 
be known as the electric railway commis- 
sion, which shall have charge of the elec- 
tric railroads of the state, fixing passen- 
ger, freight, and express charges. 

The need of regulation is clearly ap- 
parent. The electric lines are developing 
at ‘a rapid rate. They are spreading a 
network of wires and tracks all over the 
country. They are giving street car serr- 
ice to many of the smaller cities, and, pass- 
ing out into the country, are joining them 
with larger places. They are making 
great changes in socia] and economic con- 


ditions, The advantages of the large city 


are brought within reach of the resident 
of the village or the owner of the farm. 
They are modifying methods of business 
and usual lines of travel. 

The cars run at a rapid rate in many 
eases, crossing streams upon specially con- 
structed bridges, using private rights cf 
way where necessary, and having. well 
ballasted roadbeds which make quick time 
possible and safe. In some instances 
through cars are run at express speed 
with no stops at all for forty miles or 
more, a special rate being demanded for 
this limited service, The pleasure of a 


ride of this kind through the country | 


without the ordinary dirt and cinders of 
the railroad train is euch that in many 
places local travel has largely adopted 
the trolley road as the most desirable. 

The syndica of roads has already 
reached surp Proportions, hundreds 
of miles of track being controlled by one 
set of capitalists or another, always reach- 
ing out for the addition to their interests 
of other valuable properties. There are 
plenty of problems connected with the 
trolley lines which need careful thought. 
The electric roads are po longer experi- 
mental. They have become a fixed part 
of modern life. s 

But there is no need for a separate com- 
mission to keep them under control in IIli- 
nois. The state railroad and warehouse 
commission is clothed with ample author- 
ity to undertake the important work of 
regulation. As à matter df fact, this body 
has already entered into correspondence 
with the officials of electric lines with a 
view to doing just what the mayors have 
in mind. If any further legislation is 
needed to make it perfectly plain that the 
commission has jurisdiction of electric 
lines as it has of steam roads, that might 
be favored. But there is no good reason 
for establishing another commission to do 
what may easily be handled by one now 
in existence.

TAKE NO BACKWARD STEP. 
[From Evening Journal.] 

The Chicago Telephone company’s ordi- 
nance is a backward step in Chicago affairs, 
and the council] tonight should refuse fo as- 
sume a position that would mark a recession 
of many years in franchise dealings. a 

The council of today cannot afford to group 
itself with past councils, in which franchises 
were sold by boodlers to bribers. We have 
long passed the times of Ogden Gas ordi- 
nances. The last council, under a demo- 
cratic mayor, established-the principle that 
compensation from public service corpora- 
tions shall be 55 per cent of their net receipts, 
The street railway companies, in addition, 
were required to expend $40,000,000 at oncein 
rehabilitating their systems. 

Why should the council now, only a few 
months later, allow the telephone monopoly 
to obtain an enormously valuable franchise 
for only 3 per cent of ite gross receipts, which, 
under the most favorable calculation, would 
produce only about $200,000a year? The tele- 
phone company, too, be it observed, is not re- 
quired to spend a cent on rehabilitation. 

Even supposing the telephone business were 
to remain in its present state, that Chicago 
‘were not to grow at all, that the telephone 
company should never have a more prosper- 
ous twelvemonth than the last, 55 per cent of 
its net receipts during the next twenty years 
would amount to $30,800,000. If the proposed 
ordinance is adopted the company will pay to 
the city in the same time, under the same cir- 
cumstances, only $4,000,000. 

That compensation recalls the days when 
Yerkes used to do business with the council: 
The idea that the city of Chicago should 
license a corporation which will make, even 
on the basis of present earnings, $56,000,000 in 
the coming twenty years in return for a share 
of only $4,000,000 in its earnings is preposter- 
ous. 

The council should realise that we are not In 
1887, nor yet in 1897. Public service corpora- 
tions must deal fairly with Chicago. 
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THE TELEPHONE ORDINANCE. 
{From the Evening News.] 


If the city council at its special meetipg 
tomorrow passes the franchise ordinance of 
the Chicago Telephone company without 
providing an opportunity for a vote on it by 
the people the aldermen will act most un- 
wisely and unjustly. 

Next Tuesday the voters are to accept or 
reject the proposed new charter. If they ac- 
cept it, all long term franchise ordinances, 
such as the pending telephone méasure, 
must go to a referendum provided 10 per cent 
of the voters ask for one. To pagg the or- 
dinance just ahead of the vote on thé charter 
would be to proclaim that a majority of the 
present members of the council do not want 
the yoters to have a chance to express them- 
sélves on the terms of the franchise. If they 
take this attitude in one instance they might 
be expected to take it in all other instances, 
so far as they are able. 

The telephone ordinance ought to go over 
for further consideration, anyway. It would 
be indecent to put the measure through 
just before the vote on the charter, for no- 
body could fail to understand that the sole 
purpose of the action was to keep the Chi- 
cago public from reviewing the terms of the 
measure. Yet it is the Chicago public whose 
interests are primarily at stake. 

The aldermen cannot afford to pass the 
ordinance before the charter election.

Henry Chaplin M. P., one of the most 
picturesque and popular figures in Engl 
politics and society, has just furnished 
striking illustration of the extent to which 
agricultural depression has affected the 
fortunes of the great English land owners, 
the number of whose acres is but rarely 
nowadays indicative of the extent of their 
income. Henry Chaplin, who has held cabi- 
net office in conservative administrations, 
and who has always declined the offer of a 
peerage, following in this particular the - 
ample of his father before him, inherited, 
when her came of age, an estate valued at 
half a million of pounds sterling in Lincoln- 
shire, and yielding in those days—that is to 
say, about fifty years ago—an income of 
about $150,000 a year. In most English 
works of reference he is rated as owning that 
amount of property and as enjoying that in- 
come. This was laid at his door the other 
day by a socialist lecturer. 

Thereupon Chaplin issued a statement, set - 
ting forth what his friends and ac- 
quaintances knew already—namely, that his 
rentals have fallen, owing to agricultural de- 
pression, between 70 and 80 per cent, leav- 
ing him, after the defraying of charges and 
cost of maintenance, with absolutely noth- 
ing whatever. He adds: 

“No man was ever more fortunate than I 
was in the tenantry on that estate. A bet- 
ter, more straightforward lot never existed, 
and I was confident that none of them would 
ever ask me for assistance or appeal to me 
for a reduction of rent unless absolutely 
driven thereto by necessity.”’ 

After this condition of affairs had endured 
for nearly twenty years, Chaplin sold the 
major part of his property, and his ancestral 
home, Blankney Hall, has pow passed into 
the possession of Lord and Lady Londes- 
borough.

Chaplir-was exceedingly fondof Blankney. 
and was prouder ef hie title of Squire of 
Blankney than of any other distinction, 
save, perhaps, that of having won the Derby 
in 1867 with his horse Hermit. That victory 
not only brought a fortune to Henry Chap 
lin, but likewise to his trainer, Capt. Machell, 
whose son, now holding high office at Cairo 
in the Anglo-Egyptian administration there, 
is married to Countess Valda Gleichen, grand- 
niece of the late Queen Victoria, and cousin, 
therefore, of King Edward, who has directed 
that she should be styled “‘ Lady Valda 
Machell. Incidentally, the victory of Her- 
mit ruined the last marquis of Hastings, who 
had run off with Lady Flofence Paget and 
married her on the eve of the date appointed 
for her wedding to Henry Chaplin. Natural- 
ly Chaplin. did not feel kindly towards Lord 
Hastings, whom he regarded at the time as 
having wrecked his happiness. But his re- 
gentment was mild compared fo the biter 
animosity entertained by the marquis against 
the man whom he had so: cruelly wronged, 
and it was this hatred that induced the peer 
to bet so recklessly against Hermit t 
when the horse won his ruin was complete. 
Lord Hastings died shortly afterwards, and 
his widow afterwards became the wife of 
Sir George Chetwynd, and died last year. 
Henry Chaplin afterwards married another 
Lady Florence—namely, a sister of the pres- 
ent duke of Sutherland, and the closest ties 
of friendship and affection have always ex- 
isted between the two brothers-imlaw. In- 
déed, after Lady Florence Chaplin died her 
daughters were brought up by their aunt, 
the duchess of Sutheriand, and made their 
home with her, while their father, Henry 
Chaplin, has always had his apartments at 
Stafford house, the stately palace of the 
duke in London. His son, Eric Chaplin, is 
married to Miss Gladys Wilson, ster of 
Lady Chesterfield, and daughter of Lordand 
Lady Nonburnholme, while the elder of his 
daughters is the wife of young Lord Castle- 
reagh, who will on the death of his father 
become marquis of Londonderry, and one 
of the wealthiest peers of the realm.

A reader writes to me for the“ remarkable 
pike story | 
day in connection with the Swan Lake in 
Dunham park, where Lord Stamford was 
so nearly drowned.a fortnight ago. It seems 
that in 1830 Dr. Warwick, a well known local 
physician, while passing through Dunham 
park, frightened a six pound pike which was 
basking in the sun on the surface of the 
lake near its edge. Darting suddenly away, 
it struck its head with great force against 
the tenter hook fastened to à post to pre- 
vent poaching. The fish, evidently badly 
injured, swam backwards and forwards rap- 
idly, buried its head in the mud, and, after 
several times throwing itself out of the wa- 
ter, fell on the bank. 

Dr. Warwick, with ti aid of a keeper who 
meanwhile had approached, took the fish, 
and, examining it, found that the hook had 
damaged the skull, raising one bone and de- 
pressing the other, and cutting the head. The 
doctor replaced the bones in position, the 

remaining. perfectly still. He then re- 
‘turmed it to the water and made a little 
cradle by the bank in, which it could rest in 
the water. When the next morning the doc- 
tor passed the lake and looKed out for his 
-finny patient, the pike came to the edge of 
the pond, rested his under jaw on the toe 


) of his boot, and allowed him to examine the 


wound. After this, whenever he visited the 
pond he always found the pike on the look- 
out for him, and if it was not on the spot 
when he arrived, a sharp whistle attracted 
his attention. His children, and afterwards 
many other people, visited the fish and fre- 
quently fed it, but it only showed attach- 
ment to the doctor. The fish was eventual- 
ly shot by accident by a relative of the sey- 
enth Lord Stamford, who knew nothing of 
its history.. The latter was well known 
throughout the entire countryside, and is to

Meetings Held in the Parks. 


Not only are the park funds being used in 
the anti-charter campaign of the park board 
and not only are the park employés being 
used for the same purpose but anti<harter 
meetings are being held in the parks and the 
commissioners are using every means at 
their disposal to defeat the act. 

The park commissioners, who have nad 
the advantage of unusual tax advantages 
and of practically unlimited funds, are fight- 
ing to retain it to the injury of the other two 
gections of the city. The south park board 
is the only taxing body in the city which. 
has increased its tax levy since 1902. 

In that time it has raised its levy from 
24 cents to 73 cents. With the latter levy it 
is able to raise funds for the most expensive 
system of parks in the city, while on the west 
side the people have a park tax of $1.11, and 
cannot raise half the money which the south 
parks find available. 

The south park commissioners are using 
the funds of the south park taxpayers to 
make a campaign to retain this unfair ad- 
vantage. To allow the other parks of the 
city to share in the huge First ward—down- 
town—assessments, now the exclusive prop- 
erty of the south park district for park taxes, 
would not injure the south park system nor 
increase the park taxes of the south side 
residents. 

It would give the other parks of the city 
equal advantages, and the only injury would 
be felt by five south park officials. The} 
wou find themselves separated from the 
control of the system, and for this reason 
they are fighting the charter.

The blue law and Sunday closing false 
alarms are being ysed by the anti-charterites 
to influence the votes of men connected with 
the theatrical business, it being represented 
that the adoption of the charter means that 
theaters and places of amusement cannot be 
open on Sufiday.

Pressure Is Renewed. 


As the session swung into the stretch, the 
gelling pressure was renewed, being more 
general than that which worked for the big 
break at the start. Prices sank to 97\c for 
December and $1.03 for May, the close being 
only %c firmer. The increasing stocks of 
wheat here and the formidable total—more 
than 19,000,000 bu—are the essence of much 
of the bearish sentiment, as is the con- 
tinued restriction of outside business be- 
cause of the crippled wire service. The 
trade yesterday was almost entirely of a 
Jocal professional character.
